Stadium Plans Get 
Norfolk Go- Ahead 



Norfolk City Council forged 
ahead Tuesday with plans for at 
least one stadium near Lands- 
dale Circle in Norfolk to be 
rlaady In the spring of 1970. 

In giving the go-ahead for the 
construction of an 8,000 seat 
baseball stadium, Norfolk City 
Council accepted the offer of the 
New York Mets to pay half 
of the expected cost of $1 million 
dollars. The Council also gave 
a go-ahead to plans for ttie 
larger football stadium in the 
two-stadium complex, but not 
to construction. 

A great amount of criticism 
has come from officials in other 
Tidewater cities concerning a 
study of rsglonal stadium needs 
and Norfolk's plans to build 
the complex on a site of Its 
own choosing in Norfolk. 

While ttte consultants' report, 
bought arid paid for by Norfolk, 
accepted the Military Highway 
site it also pointed out that a 
number of excellent sites were 
available in Virginia Beach. 

tn apparent attempts to sat- 
isfy some of these complaints 
Norfolk Cltv Manager Thomas 



Maxw|lLMayor R^y B. Martin, 
Jr. ancl%lMiuntmIty Promotion 
Director Demi Skinner went 
on record as saVing they would 
be happy to discuss the foot- 
ball, stadium matter with offic- 
ials of other cities, including 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Virginia Beach. - 

The larger stadium as re- 
commended at present will seat 
about 40,000 persons, but will 
be expandable. Martin, by in- 
viting other cities in the area 
to participate In the planning of 
-the second stadium, left the door 
open for meeting regional needs, 
but only slightly. 

Meanwhile appointments from 
Virginia Beach to the Ha.mpton 
Roaids Stadium Authorityoreat- 
ed by the 1968 session of tbe 
Virginia General Assembly are 
still pending. This latest action 
leaves some doubt as to the fut- 
ure of the authority and to the 
future of all other groups {n- 
terestedsin a multi-city stadium 
for all of douth tidewater.

Ordinarily the opening or the 
closing of an alley anywhere 
in the city of Virginia Beach 
is a simple administrative mat- 
ter handled by the City Mana- 
ger's office. 

The City Code and State Code 
on the other hand provide a pro- 
cedure for handling sticky 
cases, and that procedure is a 
rigid one. 

Ordinarily when a matter of 
this type comes up all residents 
of the area close by want the 
action taken or don't care one 
way or the other. So it is 
usually a simple matter. 

This is not so in the case 
of a short block-long alley in 
Virginia Beach. Resldentsralong 
Atlantic Avenue between 51st 
ana Oiuxl Streets wanted aceess 
to the rear of their lots. On 
paper Uiere is an alley owned 
by the city that can be opened 
to give them that access. Not 
all of the residents care and not 
all even want tbe alley, but 
that is not the problem.

Traffic counts on several parts 
of Virginia Bsach Blvd. in Vir- 
ginia Beach during October 
showed that traffic is as heavy 
and heavier in some places than 
it was at ttie time tiie Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway was 
planned. n^, 

Last month 22,000 to 27,000 
vehicles also used the express- 
way, according to recently pub- 
lished figures. 

Traffic counts made by 
Reeves E. Johnson, chief of 
traffic safety in Virginia Beach, 
showed that 24,500 vehicles en- 
tered or left the city at Davis 
Corner daily; 27,000 crossed 
the counters In both directions 
between Chinese Corner and In- 
dependence Bivd; 30,600 vehip- 
les passed in both directions 
at Princess Anne High School; 
22,000 vehicles were counted at 
Princess Anne Plaza Shopping 
Center; and 24,000 were counted 
between Little Neck fioad and 
Lynnhaven Road. 

In September more than 
29,000 vehicles crossed traffic 
counters in front of King's De- 
partment Store at London 
Bridge. 

Johnson said it appeared that 
the 30,600 figure near Princess 
Anne High School probably re- 
sulted in much local traffic 
from the Plaza, Windsor Woods 
Blrchwood and Thalia to the 
Pembroke area shopping cen- 
ters. 

Use of the toll road in one 
direction oo. the way to work 
and use of the Blvd. in tbe 
evening in the other or vice 
versa has a|so complicated the 
picture, according to Johhson. 
He said also that some persons 
are driving farther to an on- 
ramp' to pay only ten cents 
instead of going through the 
main toll plaza at 25 ceiris.

ot perfect timing, even down 
to every complicated scene 
change. 

Obviously in a large cast 
musical there must be some 
standouts, but not one person 
let the production drag at any 
time and each handled his o\yn 
ioiti or jobs well.

The book itself is nothing 
to rave about. It is another 
Neil Simon sex comedy, but 
with an atypical moralistic end- 
ing that som^ow doesn't even 
fit.

of comedy timing. He is de- 
lightful in this stuffed shirt 
role. 

Others who must be singled 
out as outstanding are the blg- 
ger-than-life dance hall girl 
portrayals of Kathleen McDon- 
ald and Lois Porter. Also worthy 
of note is the oily ctiaracterl- 
zation of an aging Italian rbmeo, 
played hilariously by Bernle 
Herman. In those same scenes 
9ierry Loving has some nice 
moments. 

Th^ there is the unbelievably 
believable spoof of rellgiOD 
scene in which the talented 
Jimmy Jellico swings beauti- 
fully as Daddy Brubeck, leader 
of the cult. 

There are several exoellent 
production numbers, including 
the well-known "Big Spender" 
number. Miss Friday shines in 
"If my Friends Could See Me 
Now"; Bill Goffred stands out 
in the "I Love to Cry at Wed- 
dings" number; and the girls 
are excellent in "There's Gotta' 
b|,Something Better Than This." 

This is unfortunately Eney's 
last show at the dinner theatre. 
His talents will be missed, es- 
pecially since he does not ham 
up this show at all. His in- 
ventive directing is ideasing to 
watch. His playing of all num- 
bers directly to the front, ig- 
noring the sides in the three- 
quarter round theatre is queSr 
tionable, however.

A thirty day grace period 
beginning Nov. 2 is provided in 
aeJaw fo r the registratlon^of 
these weapons. Weapons/ltre- 
viously registered with the Di- 
rector, Alcohol and Tobacco 
Tax Division of Internal Revenue 
Service need not be re-regls- 
tered. 

Information furnldied to reg- 
ister a weapon within the grace 
period cannot be used in any 
criminal proceeding for a prior 
or concurrent violation of the 
law.

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Retire From What? 



Just what it was that the news media in 
Norfolk expected Sidney Kellam to retire from 
is hard to say, but they did expect him to 
retire. And when he did not announce that he 
was going to retire from whatever it was, 
they seemed surprised, hurt and a little dis- 
appointed. 

Kellam holds no local, state or national 
office, elective or appointive. He serves on no 
city commissions or boards. He does serve 
on several areawide committees aimed at the 
betterment of the entire Tidewater area, but 
he is hardly expected to retire from any of, 
them. In fact, he was just chosen chairman 
of one of them quite recently. 

But a half-page article in the Norfolk 
VIRGINIAN-PILOT recently by Morris Rowe 
failed to take this Into consideration. The re- 
porter speculated that Kellam would use the 
gala occasion at the Dome last Wednesday 
night attended by 1,000 friends of Kellam to 
announce his "retirement." The article specu- 
lated a great deal and said very little. 

Obviously Sidney Kellam has been a leader 
in Virginia Beach and has been active both in 
the foreground and background of many political 
campaigns. His influence has been felt greatly 
in the orderly growth and development of the 
new city of Virginia Beech. He was one of 
the primary architects of the merger between 
Princess Anne County and Virginia Beach, and 
has often been credited with making the merger 
feasible and workable. 

After a parade of speakers came to the 
platform to praise Kellam for his accom- 
plishments and after they praised him as a 
master politician and called him their friend, 
Sidney Kellam came to the podium and chided 
Rowe and others without calling any names. 

He said he had to come there to hear what 
he was going to say since there had be^ so 
much speculation. The Governor also said he 
had read of the speculation of impending 
retirement from something or othw. But 
Kellam made it clear. He is not retiring from 
aigrttiing. He made it clear he is still interested 
in politics; that he is still interested in workinK 
in campaigns: and above all. he is still in- 



terested in Virginia Beach. He said it all in 
two sentences. 

He said, "No one has the right to turn his 
t>ack on the needs of his community. From 
that there is no 'retirement." 

While this was met witiithwderousandause 
from those assembled, at least one radio 
station was not satisfied. The next morning 
its story of the dinner included nothing of the 
fine food, excellent entertainment or capsules 
from the speeches of outstanding Virginians. 

The r^rt said only that the expected an- 
nouncement of retirement had not come. The 
reporter sounded like Kellam had spoiled his 
entire day. 

Meanwhile Rowe complained at being singled 
out in this space last week as being at a 
political fish-fry given by V. A. Etheridge, 
antl-Kellam forces supposed leader, without 
reporting on it. Rowe said other reporters 
were also there and did not rqwrt on it. 
The special report was not meant to single 
Rowe out, but imagine if all those reporters 
had been at or heard about an Orgahization 
fish-fry, political or not it would have been 
before they finished with it, and it would have 
been covered . . . fully. 

Etheridge, meanwhile, is aniarently trying 
to aiHpralse his strengtti. A year ago his 
United Ticket was successful in garnering 
three elective offices in the Democratic pri- 
mary and two years ago he was successful 
in his management of the William B. Spong 
campaign in Virginia Beach. 

With all that success it was strongly rumored 
that Etberidge felt confkfent «nou^ to take 
on Thomas Downing for the First Congr ^siooal 
seat this year. That did not h^pen for some 
reas(m. Perhaiis he couM see bis streaflh 
was on &e wane and he ooukl witness a eradE 
in i^ iMw machine. Whatever was the reasca 
he has been quiet.

Rid» tbem up reguar- 
Ijr and store tbem In a pile 
for we as mulcb in your gar- 
den next summer. 

And spnking of rouldi, cut 
down tbe idants in your veget- 
able and flower garden and 
leave tbe chopped trash to pro- 
tect the soil this winter. Use 
hand-pruning shears, hedge 
pruiwrs or a sharp sickle to 
cut tbe plants into pieces a- 
bout six inches long. This 
trash mulch will help prevent 
eroston and will provide organ- 
ic matter when plowed into 
the soil next spring. — ^ 

Low-growing plants like 
beans and dwarf flowers may 
be cut iQ) by ruoning along the 
row with* a rotary lawn mow- 
er. If you have exercised rea- 
sonable care in controlling in- 
sects and diseases in your gar- 
den, you need not fear that 
these dead plants will increase 
your problem next year. For 
most home gardeners the use 
of trash mulch is a much more 
practical way of maintaining the 
soil organic matter than the 
seeding of fall cover crop of 
rye. 

Some of your coarse mater- 
^s cor*-stalks,"Oi^ 
evergreen branches may be 
used as mulch on your chry- 
santhemumsi These plants need 
extra protection if they are to 
survive the cold winter wea- 
ther.

Try sowing some bardy an- 
nual flowers to secure an ear- 
ly start with your garden next 
year. Tbe fdlowing seeds will 
tolerate the cold of winter and 
be ready to grow rapidly whoi 
warm weather arrives next 
spring: calendula, California 
powy, calliopsis, candytuft, 
cornflower, cosmos larkspur, 
lupine, pansy and snapdragon. 



When planting th»e hardy 
annual flowers in Uie fUl,make 
a slttUow, wide furrow. Scat- 
ter the seeds thinly in a band 
atMut three or four inches wide 
and cover ligjitly with soil. 
This scattering of seeds will 
allow some of the young plants 
to be easily transplanted into 
more desirable locations in flo- 
wer beds and borders. 



Mulch your fall-planted annu- 
als with coarse material to re- 
duce erosion and damage by ra- 
pid and extreme changes in 
temperature. Mark the rows 
carefully so you will know where 
to look for your young seed- 
lings next spring. Remove the 
mulch after cold weather is 
past but before the plants start 
to grow.

• Of thel^B, 170 persons in Vir- 
ginia Beach 41,860 atjlend public 
schools in the city. 

That's the word from school 
officials following completion of 
the long-awaited school census 
required by law every three 
years. 

The report also says there 
are 46,007 persons in the city 
between the ages of 6 and 19. 
This firgure includes school 
dropouts, graduates and those 
attending private schools. 

Those under six total 20,364, 
but this does not take into 
consideration IxfibieS-undei^ ^ 
age of one year, not Included 
in the survey* 

Other statistics Includedl In 
the survey, which began as early 
as last Janaury, point out that 
there are 40,809 white children 
and 4,639 children of other 
races in the city. Of that number 
,36,983 white children, 4,347 
negro, and 530 children of other 
races attend public schools in 
Virginia Beach. 

Also the report says 1.158 
children between 6 and 19 are 
not attending school and that 
989 children are handicapped, 
either physially or mentally. 

City Council expanded the 
door-to-door canvassing of the 
school census to find out exactly 
how many persons live in the 
city. Planning Dept. figures re- 
leased recently estimated the 
population at about 4,000 per- 
sons higher than the official 
survey, but this figure was con- 
sidered fairly accurate with the 
inclusion of babies under a year 
old. 

The population totals are ex- 



pected to bolster the city's 
chances of obtaining more state 
funds since the official estimate 
by the University of Virginia 
^aid the population was con- 
siderably less, about 150,000.

Some months ago it was (le- 
cided that a compile study 
of voting precincts in Virginia 
Beach was necessary. City 
Council was Informed that a 
survey would be needed by Elec- 
toral Board chairman John 
James. At the same time a 
few additional voting mach^ies 
were bought for the larger pre- 
cincts. 

Last ■ week's alection day 
proved that the study was nec- 
essary Immediately so that all 
problems could be solved be- 
fore the primaries In 1969. 
Long lines developeu at several 
precincts ' throughout the day, 
and one precinct, Aragona, did 
not finish voting those in line 
until two hours after the polls 
closed. 

A number of complaints were 
received by city officials, and 
within two days after election 
James and Planning Director 
Patrick Standing announced that 
a study would be underway as 
soon as possible. 

Half »of .the present 26 pre- 
cincts are actually in violation 
of standards set up for voting; 
that is, they have more than 
1,500 persons registered In 
those precincts. James said 
something mmt be done with 
each one of them, and that 
ideally there should be one vot- 
ing machine in every precinct 
for each 500 voters eiqwcted. 

It Is expected that aboitf ten 
new precincts will be created 
at tli^ completion of the survey 
and the redlstrlding of several 
others. Location has always 
been a problem, since central 



sites in a precinct are hard 
to come by. James told City 
Council that other cities; in- 
cluding Norfolk, often have two 
separate precincts^at the same 
location, siJth as a school or 
fire station where there Is ade- 
quate space. This is expected 
to be a strong possibility In 
such places as Kempsville and 
Woodstock where space at the 
civic building behind the Kem- 
psville Elementary School Is 
available. 

Another long-sought stream- 
lining of the election system 
in Virginia Beach has also been 
suggested by James. He said 
he would recommend that a 
central location be set up to 
receive all precinct returns as ' 
soon as the polls close. 

At present there is no off- 
icial location where newsmen 
may gather or where election 
officials may phone in results. 
The results are no«' either call- 
ed in to partisan headquarters 
or are hand-carried to the same 
places. This has not always 
proved comidetely efficient be- 
cause of the possibility of error. 

The official or even unoff- 
icial tallies are now sent to 
ttte Qerk of Circuit Couf-t either 
late on election night or the next 
day. Last week on Wednesday 
afternoon court officials had re- 
ceived offlcial tallies from only 
seyee fltfeincts. They were all 
in Tburwiy moridng, however, 
for certiltfMtlon. 

That certification showed that 
37,913 persons voted in Virginia

Center Will Open Tomorrow 



Barring any unforeseen diff- 
iculties the new "Emergency 
Operation Center" for the City 
of:^irginia Beach will be placed 
Into Sfervifie tomorrow, Nov. 15. 

this new Center, located ad- 
jacent to the Princess Anne 
Plaza Volunteer Fire and Res- 
cue Department at Rosemont 
Road and Plaza Trail in the 
Windsor Woods section of the 
ci^, has been fn the planning 
and construction stage for three 
years. 

H is desiped to serve as an 
emergency nerve center for the 
^d^ in t h e ev ents of^sastera^- 
Built at a cost of $84,498, part 
of which is being covered 
through the use of federal funds, 
the Center t^ been designed 
to -offer protection from fallout 
ra^iiation in th«. event of an 
enemy atomic attack. 



The importance of this is 
pointed out in the very construc- 
tion of the building with thick 
-brick walls, the lack of windows, 
restricted entrances and exits 
(one of which leads through a 
"decontamination shower"), 
and permitting persons to re- 
main in the building for long 
periods of time without physical 
contact with the outside world. 

The structure contains kit- 
chen fSicilities, areas for stbr- 
age of food and medical supplies, 
office space which can lie con- 
verted into sleeping quarters 
and toilet and Itath facilities. 



When placed into operation 
the new Center will serve as 
the permanent dispatchers' 
headquarters for the fire and 
rescue departments of the city 
and Civil Defense Headquarters. 
Provisions have also been made

to handle police communications 
from the Center in the event 
of a major disaster. 

Tomorrow's initial planned 
operation of the center will in- 
volve the fire and rescue dis- 
patchers. Standby equipment 
placed in the new Center will 
be switched into service to 
handle any emergencies while 
the regular equipment is being 
relocated from the present dis- 
patcher location in the Virginia 
Beach Borough Fire Station at 
20th Street and Arctic Avenue.

The starting salary of a pa- 
trolman In Virginia Beach is 
$468 per month, compared to 

$490 per month in Norfolk. ' 

Other Tidewater cities have 
basic salaries for police of- 
ficers lower than Virginia 
Beachjhowever these cities have 
what' appears to be superior 
retirement and pension allow- 
ances. 

Several [tositions within the 
Virginia Beach police depart- 
ment have an even lower basic 
salary of $426 per month. Of- 
ficials say these men are em- 
ployed as dispatchers, com- 
plaint personnel, and other in- 
side personnel who occupy in- 
formation and assistance posi- 
tions.

Some time ago' members of 
the Electoral board met with 
City Council to warn of the 
possibility of these problems.

ter this election. Now steps 
must betakentosettlethismess 
before the July' primary.

About 40,000 went to the polls 
last week. Two large precinets 
voted nearly 4,000 each.

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A New Abortion Law 



Yesterday in Richmond a VI r- 
ginia Advisory Legislative 
Council public hearing was held 
as part of a study aimed at 
possibly revising the state's 
rigid abortion laws. 

Too long has this matter 
been ignored, and we feel that 
the laws must be relaxed some-^ 
what, perhaps quite a lot. The 
laws now make it extremely 
difficult for a woman to have 
a legal abortion, even in ex- 
treme cases. Other states have 
found it desirable to relax those 
provltions to .make itiesscdm- 
pl looted and more possible 
where real circumstances war- 
ront such a drastic move. 

While we cannot condone a- 
bimdonment of all restrictions, 
tt l< possible that the new law 
should toke Individual ci rcum- 
st#icet into consideration, not 
Just allow or not allow. We do 
hm nwon to Imply, however, 
thm cri^rtlon should be used 
Of o sinipte solution or that 



legal abortions should be a 
simple solution to poor con- 
duct, ft 

Less stringent laws will ne- 
cessarily have moral, religious 
and legal ramifications, but 
these problems should be faced 
instead of perhaps bringing into 
the world so many retarded, 
unwanted, or deformed chi Idren, 
or even those of mothers not 
capable of caring for them men- 
tal Iy or emotionally. Inthecase 
of an unborn, unwanted ille- 
gitimate child, obviously other 
Judgements! must be made, but 
they should be made on the facts 
of the case. 

This is^a modern problem 
and must have modern solu- 
tions. It is up to the VALC 
committee to take al I those sug- 
gestions mode, sift out the su- 
perstition and moral aspects 
and come up with a realistic 
and enforceable law. Doctors, 
women, the courts and society 
must be able to live with o law, 
and this one needs revision. 



Just what effect the Nixon win in Virginia 
Beach will have on the statewide races and 
local races of the future seems to depend on 
whom one talks to. 

The Republi{:ans are wildly enthusiastic after 
the decisive Nixon win, and are already talking 
about fielding topnotch candidates for the House 
of Delegates next year against the expected 
candidacy of the incumbent Democrats. They 
are predicting close races there and maybe 
even an upset, all based on last week's presi- 
dential election. 

The GOP is also using the Whitehurst win 
in Norfolk and Portsmouth as further evidence 
of the inroads gained in the area. 

Linwood Holton made as good a showing 
against Mills E. Godwin, Jr., in the 1965 
gubernatorial race as has been made by a 
Republican in many years in a state election. 
The GOP in Virginia Beach is optimistic of 
his chances of toeing their candidate for gov- 
ernor again in 1969, his taking Virginia Beach 
and even the statf. 

The Wallace supporters in Virginia Beach, 
while happy about the second-pUce run for 
their man In Virginia Beach, are not enthus- 
iastic about the chances of success of the 
American Independent Party nationally or even 
in Virginia. They will try, however. The Vir- 
ginia Conservative Party already fields con- 
servative candidates in all elections. 

The Wallace group, however does feel that 
the voters of Virginia Beach clearly voiced 
their opinion and let it be known they are 
against most of the policies of the past adminls- 
trauoii and the future one of Mxon. '" 

The Democrats, on the other hand^ whd hold 
all offices In the city, say llief see^ little 
significance to the Nixon victory and do not 
see the win as the beginning of the em! for 
the Deniocrats in th«, ci^. 

Mo6t Democrats agree that t|ie vc^ers of 
Virginia Beach have always been ind^endent 
in ttie way they vote in national elections, 
but In state and Ideal elections the Democrats 
have crushed aH comers. 

The swings it would seem, in Virginia Bea<± 
is to a piore r'^^nservative attihidft, since 
Nlmn w^ eonsi'ir>r>.-d far more aCaebnsa-- 
vative than Humplkrey, and Wallace was cer- 



tainly considered a conservative. The same 
voters, however returned Thomas Downing to 
Congress by an overwhelming majority. 
Downing is coQsidered a moderate. He tad no 
Republican opposition because as one GOP 
spokesman admitted, they couldn't find anyone 
who could beat him this time. 

The outcome has cause, however, to worry 
the more liberal wing of the Democratic Party 
in Virginia Beach, under the titular head of 
V. A. Etheridge. Etherldge took no active 
part in the campaign, but is apparently bitter 
the city went for Nixon. 

Etheridge has been quoted as saying, "I 
think it is a clear indication tlmt Virginia Beach 
voters are more independent than they have 
been in the past. And it is eqtally clear Hat 
the days of the political bosses are numbered. 
They no longer put up puppets and get people 
to accept them simply because they have a 
party label." 

It is not clear whether Etheridge is re- 
ferring to Humphrey and Wallace as "piq)pets" 
or not, but several analysts hiave read the 
statement that way. 

It is possible, however, that dte "Indepen- 
dent" voters are acting more conservative 
than would please Mr. Etheridge's group. 
Perhaps the forces, lined up bi^nd Sidney 
Kellam who have been more conservative are 
gaining new strength. But all that remains 
to be seen in the election; of 1969. 

Meanwhile tite only i^ajor issue tint the 
Virginia Beach supplement to a Norfolk news- 
paper could stir up against the Democrats 
after election is that garbage men were seen 
by one of its r^wrters picking up trash on 
thf lawn of Democratic headquarters the day 
after election while waiting for someone to 
arrive and give them the garbage inside. 

This garbage service was done for all the 
headquarters, but the men wer^ not told to 
ft(k up lawn gi^bage. That tttey 4id on their 
6WD whUe they waited. The BEACON was not 
satisfied with that, however. They took it 
dl the way to the city mauger and Idew it 
into a major story in the paper. And the same 
reporter who allegedly did all that, Roger 
Provo, worked the polls on eleettos diy tor 
Nixon.

After a year's business,

This- may not be earth- 
shattering news to the business 
world, but since Speer and Jones 
are both women it could be 
considered another breakthro- 
ugh in the war of equal rights 
for women. 

It was a year ago that Mrs. 
Oa Speer, half of the partner- 
ship, became a "Petticoat 
Painter," At that time she had 
another partner, and Mrs. Detra 
Jones, the other half of the 
present partnership, was book- 
keeper for the firm. During 
the year's progress Mrs. Jones 
bought out the other partner, 
the firm added another woman 
and seven men to their paint- 
ing staff and purchased two 
trucks, I painted in pastels 
with their "Petticoat" traiii- 
mark on the side. 

Not only do they paint, but 
Speer and Jones also plaster 
and wallpaper. By next year 
Ithey hope to add another truck 
and a secretary to their staff. 
And looking into the future, they 
are planning to add an interior 
decorating branch to their firm. 

That isn't bad for two rel- 
hittW Ineiqwrienced busin- 
essmra, or tnisinesswomen'is 
It? 

Their only claim to any sort 
of prq;)aration for their work 
Is Mrs, l^>eer's background as 
m apartmoit manager in Cali- 
fornia. When asked what made 
them choose to go i n to yiis_ 
line of work, they said, "Why 
not? A lot of women do most 
<rf tlw painting around the house 
mfW9s,..fitxs/ shouldn't women 
nn a i«iatinir business?" 

being women has

blem so far. They have been 
unable to raise a bid bond in 
order to do any government 
contract work. They were told, 
quite honestly, by one company 
that the primary reason for 
refusing them a* bond is because 
they are women. 

There have been minor pro- 
blems in breaking irUoa "man's 
world." Recently Mrs. Speer 
and Mrs. Jones had to fill out 
some business insurance forms 
which were geared to male app- 
licants. At the end of the form 
there was one question, "Do 
you have any physical defects 
that might prevent your work- 
ing?" Mrs. Jones, who is ex- 
pecting a baby had to answer, 
"Yes , I am going to have a 
baby which wiliinterfere some- 
what with my work."

have found that people are very 
receptive to their being women. 
They have trouble convincing 
people that they are not sec- 
retaries and that they, not their 
husbands, do the painting. They 
feel that at this point they are 
stiii enough of a novelty that 
they create smiles rather than 
trouble. " 

At the same time they feel 
that th?y have earned respect 
from the builders and contrac- 
tors with whom they work. 
"We're very serious sJDout our 
work. They (the builders and 
contractors) realize this and 
they treat us like fellow work- 
ers, not just women." 

Speer and Jones are Justifi- 
ably proud of the fact that they 
do their own estimating. Within 
the year's span of business they 
have learned the "lingo" con- 



nected with the job. They claim 
that when they hear themselves 
speaking of such things as 
caulking, priming, bas^ coats, 
etc. it amazes them to realize 
how much they have learned in 
sue]) a short time. 

When they paint, Mrs. Speer 
and Mrs. Jones wear the same 
type clothes that any other 
jilnter would wear, except they 
have lace on their caps! They 
are well known by other paint- 
ers In the area, who never 
fail to" wave at the Petticoat 
Painters" as they pass by in 
their truck. 

They never know what sort 
of reaction they will get. It 
Isn't uncommon at all for them 
to walk in to a Job where they 
have worked for several days 
and be told, "Oh, you look 
nice today. Did you have your

In 
fertile, well-drained soil |liey 
will endure for many years. 
After they become estabUshed, ^ 
they will send up several floe . 
spikes of blooms from eacbv 
plaat each year. 

Be sure the soli is well drain- 
ed where you plant lilies. If 
you have a heavy clay, work 
in a liberal amount of peat 
moss or other organic matter. 
If the ground is flat and water 
may accumulate during a ralo, 
you may need to plant your 
lilies in a raised bed. Regard- 
less of how you do it, they need 
good soil drainage. 

You do not need to worry 
too much about planting deptb. 
except for Madonna Lilies (L. 
candidum). These must bequite 
shallow, with not more thah an 
inch of soil over the tqp of 
the bulb. All other lilies should 
be covered with about four 
inches of soil. 

Lilies need plenty of fert- 
ilizer, but do not put manure 
or other fertilizer in the trench 
or hole when planting thebulbs. 
The best practice is to ai^ly 
about four pounds of 5-10-5 
fertilizer per ten square feet 
of flower bed or border. Scratch 
it into the top inch of soil. 
If you are planting in rows, 
use two pounds per 25 feet 
of row. _^-, —

Downing Opens Door 



Funds 
Released 

Beginning in December, Vir- 
ginia will get federal road funds 
that were cut off Sept. 6. The 
funds, which will be distributed 
over the seven remaining 
months of the fiscal year, will 
amount to $87.9 million. 

At the time the funds were 
frozen there were several area 
projects effected by the move, 
Including the widening of a 2.87 
miles stretch of Shore Drive 
in Virginia Beach. Bidding had 
been scheduled for November 
on enlarging the portion of U,S. 
60 which winds through Sea- 
shore State Park terminating 
on Atlantic Avenue at the time 
the funds were cut off, 

Douglas B. Fugate, state 
Highway Commissioner, says 
that there will be a delay in 
returning to normal construc- 
tion in spite of the fifflds re- 
lease. He places the blame 
for this delay on the rigid new 
civil rights requirements and 
other new procedures tied to 
the money by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

In a speech to the Virginia 
Road Builders Association Fu- 
gate stated his doubts that any 
contractor will t>e able to qua- 
lify for bidding. Contractors 
expecting to bid on projects 
costing $500,000 or more must 
sign rigid equal employment 
assurances umier the new pro- 
cedures, as well as the High- 
way Department. 

Fugate said that Highway De- 
partment attorneys studied the 
new requirements and maintain 
that they arc not proper under 
the congressional act control- 
ling the highway aid funds. The 
attorneys also maintain that the 
State Highway Commlraloner 
In Virginia lacks the authority 
to carry out some of the re- 
quirements. 

Proposals made by the Vir- 
ginia Highway Department to 
comply with the new require- 
ments were rejected by the 
federal authorities. 

Protests against the new re- 
quirements have b' «n filed by 
Gov. Mills E. Godwin Jr. and 
several major cities of the 
state, but according fA Fugate 
there are no signs they will 
be heeded. 



First District Congressman,

Awaits Federal Funds Many Are Unaware of Protection 



"We'd be ready to put it 
out for bids if the fmids were 
released today," said School 
SufA. E. E. BrickeU. 

He was referring to the long- 
delayed start (tf the vocational- 
technical high school for 
Virginia Beach which will be 
built on a portion of the city 
owned Green Run Farm. 

The federal funds which will 
be used for much of the con- 
struction and equipment costs 
have been held up b>' President 
Johnson. The Virginia Beach 
project has been approved, and 
Congress has already passed 
the aiq[>ropriation bill for such 
allocations, but President John- 
son has not authorized the re- 
lease of the funds by the 
Director of the Budget, accord- 
ing to Brickell. 

"We feel that the funds will 
be released in the near ftrture," 
said BrickeU,^ "but meanwhile 
we can't go ahead." 



Brickell added that the fk^eeze 
of funds is similar to Qie Impact 
funds which were held up tot 
some time before finally beii% 
released recently. This took the 
urging of a number of influential 
members of Congress and of 
a nun^er of important school 
authortties nationally. 

C^er funds for rc»d projects 
were released this week by the 
President after a short freeze. 
Hope is given, therefore, that 
the school construction fuiKls 
will be released soon. Brickell 
said he is certain the President 
^s receiving Some pressure to 
release the funds. 

Meanwhile hopes for opening 
the important facility in Uie fall 
of 1970 are still very much 
alive, according to school of- 
ficials, especially if the funds 
are released by the Ume 
President Johnson leaves office 
in January. 

Construction plans now call 
for an early spring start. 



5'Phase Driving Program 
Begun in Public Schools 



In Septemb^ the Virginia 
Beach City Schools initiated a 
new five phase driver education 
program. This program was 
created as the result of a fed- 
eral grant of $62,382.79 on a 
matching funds basis from the 
United States Department of 
Transportation^* 

The principals objective is to 
teach students a safe, court- 
eous and efficient method of 
driving. In order to accomplish 
the goals Dfthe program and 
in order to make the course 
available to every eligible stu- 
dent, it was necessary to change 
from the traditional driver ed- 
ucation program to the five- 
phase system. This diange of^ 
necessity brought about changes 
in the driver training curricu- 
lum and in teaching procedures. 

The new driver training pro- 
gram is taught on a 28 day 
cycle with the five leases of 
the program integrated in 
content. At the completion 
cycle, a student will have oover- 
ed all five p^hases of thepro- 
gram - classroom, simulatfaHi, 
range, practice driving, and 
night driving. 

The c^sn)(^ ipart of tW 
program is taught by certified 
teachers as a part of the first 
semester health and physical 
education program in the 10th 
grade. This program extends 
to a minimum of 36 class 
periods.^ The textbook used.is 
the fifth edition of "Sportsman- 
like Driving." .There is a work- 
book tised In addition to the 
textbo(dc. The teachers have 
aviailable an extensive collec- 
tion of film clips to aid In 
the classroom presentation. 

As a part of the regular 
classroom Instruction, the ap- 
plication and examination for a 
learner's permit is taught. Ilie 
students are required to pass 
the examination, but they are 
not required to obtain the 
driver's permit, ., 

An important part of tte pro- 
gram and the unusual part of it 
Is the useof driving simulators. 
The Virginia Beach School Sys- 



tem has purchased two mobile, 
12-place driving simulators for 
use In its driver education pro- 
gram, llie driving simulators 
are similiar in construction to 
the "link" trainers used so 
advantageously in the field of 
aviation. The use of the simu- 
lator offers the driver education 
teachers opportunities for 
instruction that can be cdMained 
through no other teaching 
method. 



One of the major concerns 
of the Fraternal Order of Po- 
lice Associate Lodge #8 in Sug- 
gesting possible ways of im- 
proving the Virginia Beach po- 
lice d(^)artment was that in 
addition to a pay increase, the 
City Should provide false arrest 
insurance for each man on the 
force. 

Many officials and officers 
of the police department were 
unaware that such protection 
has already been obtained for 
police officers. 

The exixtence of such pro- 
tecti(» was confirmed by Giles 
Dodd, assistant to the city ma- 
nager for finance. According 
to Dodd the coverage is in- 
cluded in a llabiUty policy witti 
the Aetna Life & Casuality hi-, 
surance Co., of Hartford, Conn. 
Dodd indicated the protection, 
which costs the City an annual 
premium of $2,000, was the 
result of a discussion between 
elty (tffldals and Aetna repre- 
sentatives during the last quar- 
terly meeting to review revi- 
sions of insurance protection 
for employees of the City. 

He said ttie basic coverage 
of the policy is broken down 
into three categories: false ar- 
rest, detention or imprisonment 
or malicious, prosecution; lia- 
bility, slander, defamation, or 
violation of right of privacy; 
wrongful entry or eviction, or 
other invasion of right of pri- 
vate occupancy. 

The ma^mum protection has 
been set at $250,000 per ag- 
gregate, and $500,000 general 
aggregate, with the city bearing

A life insurance program is 
also offeted members of the 
Virginia Beach police depart- 
ment. It is handled through the 
Life Insurance Co. of Va. The 
policy coverage is based on an 
officer's annual salary and is 
in no way connected to his length 
of employment with the police 
department. 

The life insurance, which 
costs an officer 60 cents per 
month per thousand dollars of 



coverage, provides double in- 
demnity benefits in the event of 
accidental death, as well as 
provision for cash payments and 
re-insurement in the event of 
the loss of limbs. 

The age of a. police officer 
has an effect on the overall 
insurance program. If a police 
officer to the age of 51 is 
making an annual salary of 
$5,000, his insurance coverage 
is equal to twice his salary 
although he pays a monthly 
premium rate on $5,000. After 
age 51 coverage reduces grad- 
ually on an annual percentage 
basis until age 65 at which 



time bis Insurance (nrotection 
reverts to an amount equal to 
his annual salary. After age 
65, however, the officer no 
longer pays premiums and tte 
amount trf coverage reduces at 
the rate of two per cot per 
month until it reaches one quar- 
ter of the value it had when 
age 65 was reached. 

S^nce it is possible for a 
man who retires at age 65 with 
life insurance protection of 
$5,000 eventually to have 
coverage equal to only $1,250, 
additional coverage has been 
recommended Iqr a number of 
interested persons.

The new riot contral equlp- 
ment developed by Federal 
Laboratories, Inc., of Salts- 
burg, Pa., was demonstrated by 
Jim Oberdick, the company's 
area representalivf.', and Don 
Peace, chemical technician who 



took part in tte equipraent's 
developmoit. 

Featured in the demonstra- 
tion was a ligtt weight, portable, 
"Turb-0-Fog"machine,"Minl- 
Grenades", new types of "shot- 
gun grenades", and a "gas 
axe". 

The Turb-0-Fog machine 
could be used by police in 
dispersing an unruly crowd 
through the means of spraying 
a thick cloud of smoke or tear 
gas Into a gatherii^ of demon- 
strators, rendering them mo- 
mentarily helpless to allow 
police to move in. 

The new types of grenades 
include mini -grenades, light 
weight, compact items which 
can be thrown by hand into a 
building to release a heavy 
f oncentration of smoke or tear 
gas to force occupants into the 
open; an improved 12 guage 
shotgun grenade, which permits 
the lobbing (rf a smoke or gas 



grenade into a building, or over --af^a. 



a barricade, iq> to an ^fective 
• range of 125 yards; the adoption 
of previwisly existeat 37-mili- 
meter gas g^rjenade guns to 
permit the firliig of cartridges 
containing 42 pellets of "00" 
buckshot, thus affording an 
officer some protection against 
a rlotw who might attack him 
with a gun or knife. 

The gas axe consistsof metal 
tubing fashioned to resemble an 
axe and containing a smoke or 
gas grenade in the head of the 
axe. The axe is designed to 
allow penetratiwi of hardwood 
doors, and/or plaster walls of 
a building or room by a metal 
tube through which smoke or gas 
can be forced inside to fbrce 
occupants into the open.

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Synchronized Swimnning Gains Popularity

Did you know that we may 
be training a future Olympic 
winner right here at Virginia 
Beach? That future winner 
might very easily be a girl 
between the ages of seven and 
17 on a synchronized swimm- 
ing team. 

The Sandpipers, a synchron- 
ized girl's swimming team, is 
one of two such teams in the 
area. The other team, the 
Barraquettes, is a Norfolk- 
based team, sponsored by the 
Navy. The Sandpepers are spon- 
sored by the YWCA of Virginia 
Beach. Both teams are Amateur 
Athletic Union Syncnronizi 
Swimming Competitive Teams. 
The AAU is the governing t)0dy 
for the Olympics. 

Synchronized swimming is an 
extremely well-organized sport 
on the West coast. In fact, the 
^^irls' synchronized-swiroroing- 
tea^i from Santa Clara, Calif. 
areV|he^ national champions. It 
is ]iu^4Mg|nning to take hold 
on the east coast, but there are 
competitions held locally, 
state-wide and regionally in ad- 
dition to the Junior and Senior 
Nationals. 

The Sandpipers have compe- 
ted in local, tri-state, and re- 
gii^l competition. They placed 
tiiird in the state and fourth 
in the regional competition in 
Piennsylvania this summer. In- 



cluded in the competition are 
solos |for which the girls have 
to qualify), duets and teams. 

The\competition judging is 
exacting^ In stunt and routine 
competition there are five 
stunts singly judged by seven 
judges. The stunts are listed 
in the AAU Handbook and must 
be performed as described in 
the book. The contestants are 
judged for control, body position 
smoothness, height, circles, 
tucks and pikes. Scoring is rated 
from 0-iO.' 

There is a different score for 
each stunt, according to the 
stunt's degree of difficulty. In 
addition to the described stunts 
the girls include stunts they 
have made-i|p. The competition 
is similar to ice skating. 

The girls are judged for syn- 
chronization with e^ch other and 
the music, for construction dif- 
firulty, varfety and action. 

There are 24 girls in the 
Sandpiper group, divided into 
three teamsi-A, B and new 
girls. The Sandpipers were 
formed a year ago under the 
leadership of Mrs. Barbara 
Eaton, who is coach for the 
team. 

Mrs. Eaton is a national 
judge, a position which requires 
time, energy and enthusiasm. 
She travels extensively to the 
national meets (at her own ex- 



pense) to judge. In order to 
maintain her status as a na- 
tional judge she has to period- 
ically re-qualifyfor the position 
by taking written exams in ad- 
dition to the actual judging. Her

Now that the planting season 
is back upon us, many of us 
have certain locations, in our 
landscapes that need special 
attention.

There are many others that 
perform remarkably well in 
shady locations. Azaleas, which 
aje grown ih tremendous num- 
bers in this area is one; Ore- 
gon hollygrape (Mahonia), os- 
manthus and Chinese holly are 
others. 

Before planting shrubs or 
trees in an area that is ques- 
tionable as to its fitfuUness 
for t he desired plant material,, 
be sure to check a garden 
encyclopedia to see if the plant 
you wli^ would possibly fulfill 
QUP^sire in that particular 
spot.

Walker pointed out that jails 
are not the place for juveniles 
to await triJd because they are 
"too often put in with hardened 
adult criminals."

City Council received its 
aud}t of the city accounts for 
the fiscal year ending June 
30 at its Monday meeting and 
heard Leon Hodges of the A. 
Lee Rawlings Co., which pre- 
pared, the audit, compliment 
city employees for tteir co- 
q)eration and their manner of 
keying such good records. 

llie audit showed all assets 
of the city balanced to the 
liabilities. The total figure was 
$54,928,448. The unappropriat- 
ed surplus held by the city 
increased by $859,306.43 dur- 
ing the fiscal year to a total of 
$2,331,830.06. 

The increase in surplus came 
mostly from more revenue that 
had been estimated from Gen- 
eral sales taxes and real estate 
taxes. A larger percentage of 
taxes were collected than had 
been expected and the rise in 
'tte levy in July brought in other 
acklitional funds. The general 
improved condition of toisiness 
in the city was reflected in 
(he increased sales tax total. 

Jn other categories, howe ver,

mond Springs -Shoreline Esta- 
tes area, bacause of septic tank 
problems. 

About 70 per cent of the re- 
sidents have sougjit tte sewer 
system because ha^t the re- 
sidents of the area have had 
trouble or are having trouble 
with septic tanks. This has been 
called a health hazard by the 
city health department. A 
spokesman said 75 per cent will 
have siped by the time the 
work is started. Planning begins 
immediately. 

A resolution was passed 
authorizing the sale of $2 mil- 
lion in non-referendum public 
improvement bonds on Dec. 16. 
They must be sold by the end 
of the year. 

Council also appropriated 
$39,700 for a new fire engine 
for the Princess Anne Plaza 
Volunteer Fire Department that 
was approved earlier but held 
up for rebidding.

1971 Is Earliest 
Date for College 



While no one knows for sure, 
the earliest a college could 
possibly begin operation in Vlr^" 
bini^ Beach would seem to be 
in the fall of 1971. 

The two-year college will be 
built on Green Run Farm, pur- 
chased by the City of Virginia 
Beach from the City of Norfolk. 
The State Board for Community 
Colleges announced acceptance 
of that location a we^ ago. 
The property contains about 
600 acres, part of which have 
alreajly been spoken for. 

The Virginia Beach vocat- 
ional-technical high school will 
be built on one part of the 
property, and recently It was 
announced ttut about 25 acres 
vrauld be used as a "minia- 
ture Redwing Park." Now that 
. 100 acres have been earmarked 
^for the community college, still 
about 400 acres are left with 
no designated use. 

The 100-acre site for the 
community college has not been 
exactly located, but Councilman 
George Ferrell, who headed a

special Council committee 
working for the community coll- 
ege, said it will proably be 
located on the north side of 
Princess Anne Road. The Green 
Run Farm property lies on 
both sides of the main thorough- 
fare near city hall. Ferrell 
said in discussing the matter 
vrith City Planning director Pat- 
rick Standing, they felt It would 
best be located somewhere near 
the extension of Independence 
Blvd. planned to pass through 
'the property at the extreme 
north end.

4rlnk legislation in Virginia 
Beach was not filed in time. 

In Norfolk aad Portsmouth, 
where advertising problems 
ooncerniaK the local option 
tht^ateaed to catso a fight, ttie 
drink before dinner Is posslUe 
by Christmas. The court order 
claiming the favorable vote 
was filed Just two days after 
the Nov. 5 election. At the 
same time, however, opposition 
forces were threatening to call 
ist a new vote because Ports- 
, mouth had never advertised the 
referendum in the newspaper 
and Norfolk had not advco'tised 
it exactly according to law. 
The fight was dropped, however, 
when opposition forces noted the 
majority vote by which the mat- 
ter carried. Attorneys claimed 
also that legal advertising is 
meant to make certain the public 
Is informed, and tlut f ew had 
missed the fact there was going 
to be a referendum on liquor. 

But somewhere along the way 
Virginia Beach dropped theball 
and did not enter the positive 
order. It was finally done by 
Alchard Guy, who led the suc- 
cessful campaign for local 
option In Virginia Beach. The 
order was entered by Judge 
Paul Ackiss, at Guy's request, 
on Nov. 23. 

The law also has another 
ten-day waiting period built into 
it after the initial 30-day period 
which must follow the altering 
of the court order, but the 
additional ten day wait Is open 
to interpretation. Some feel no 
one may apply until after the 
40 days, but a number of ABC 
offlcials believe the license may 
be applied for after the first 
30 days and issued after the 
next ten. If this is the case 
Norfolk and Portsmouth could 
easily have drirdcs on qualifying 
tables after Dec. 17 or there- 
idbottts, If the ABC Board can 
handle the expected deluge of 
applications statewide. Virginia

In July Curtitf'iiraB ill, and 
four comlssioners showed up.

Virginia Beach police offi- 
cers are covered under the Vir- 
ginia Supplemental Retirement 
System. A police officer con- 
tributes a sum equal to 5.5% 
of his monthly salary above 
$100, with the City making an 
additional contribution equal to 
2.14% of the officer's total sal- 
ary. This money is left on de- 
posit to draw interest com- 
pounded at an annual rate of 2%. 

The present police program 
provides for a compulsory re- 
tirement age of 65 without re- 
gard to length of service. While 
a police officer is 4llowed to 
retire anytime after age 60, 
unless he has spent at least 
30 years with the department 
his retirement benefits are re- 
duced on a percentajge ratio 
to as little as 67% of the 
maximum allowancl. 

The amount of maximum re- 
tirement allowance is computed 
on the basis of the highest 
consecutl>% annual salaries a- 
bove $1,^0 annually for the 
last five years cd service. An 
average figure for this five- 
TearTiertod is ^hen used-in — "?^5 
arriving at the monthly retire- 
mM benefits computed on time 
in I service. 

In order to make their re- 
commendation more realistic, 
the FOPA requested that the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN obtain 
from police departrtlent offici- 
als a prospective retirement 
income of » typical Virginia 
Beach police officer. The of- 
ficer diosen will reach the 
compulsory retirement ^ge in 
another two and a half years. 

Applying the regulations of 
the current retirement system 
program to him, he will re- 
ceive a monthly retirement al- 
lotment of $96.48. 

The officer said he hi^i |)1- 
^9.^ .beep very .devojted tp us 
police dutlM, even to not sed(- 
ing a moonlighting job. 

He said, "I don't feel like I 
should take another Job and 
mess this one up." 

He added that the main thing 
he has to do is figure how to 
live on his pay. 

"Where is a man of my age 
going to get a Job?," he asked. 
"My wife and 1 will Just have 
to figure on cutting out a lot 
of things." 

The FOPA Is recommending 



of service; and receive hlgjier 
benefits, a program simlliar to 
that of Portsmouth, Va. 

The Portsmouth retirement 
program for police provides 
for compulsory retirement at 
age 62, with a minimum of 
25 years service. The Ports- 
njouth police retirement pro- 
gram is a city program, in no 
way connected with the Virginia 
SuM>lemental Retirement Sys- 
tem. The city makes all con- 
tributions to the retirement fund 
without any contribution on the 
part of a police officer. 

While a basic retirement in- 
come is figured the same as 
that in Virginia Beach, Ports- 
mouth police officers receive 
a monthly income to 50% of 
the average annual salary. 

The Virginia Beach police 
officer used as an illustration 
above would receive a monthly 
retirement income of $195.30 
in Portsmouth. And in Ports- 



mouth a police officer could 
possiUy retire at 55 {ffovid- 
ing he bad 25 years sorviMi. 
In concluding, the FOPA ^i^ 
called for attention to neete 
of the department being (Ure^ 
ted to the City Council tor 
inclittion in the city's bad^ 
for the next year. A call was 
also made for civic groops 
to help with three items for ttte 
police d^artment from Citjr 
Council: more pollcem«i, bet- 
ter pay and a realistic retire* 
ment system.

Now Congressman Thomas 
Downing has promised to help 
tpo. Maybe it's not as bad as 
it seems, but it looks like a 
lot of folks are all heading In 
different directions trying to do 
the same thing. 

We want to see an airport 
here. Can't everybody who is 
genuinely interested make some 
further effort now to work to- 
gether?

All 3 Are Rurtning Hard 



Whether or not there aire any more entrants 
in the Democratic gubernatorial primary does 
seem to be important. With apparent total 
disregard for the Downings, Hahns, Cookes 
or other potential aspirants among us, the 
three announced candidates have been moving 
ahead in planning and campaigning with amazing 
speed In a race that will not end tor anbtlher 
seven months or more. 

But it's a better than even money bet 
that William Battle, Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard 
and Norfolk State Sen. Henry Howell are cast- 
ing a number of fUrtlve glances over their 
shoulders no matter how hard they're running 
so far. A fresh entrant could fiixl all three 
rather winded. And it must be remembered 
that the filing date does not come until April 
1969 for the July primary. Anything^canharoen 
by then, and probably will. 

Meanwhile the Battle- Pollard-Howell battle 
is beginning to shape 14) as a three-philosophy 
race. And in any three-way race, as has 
just been witnessed in the recent presidential 
election, one man serves as a spoiler. It 
^must also be remembered that under Virginia 
law, if a candidate does not receive a majority 
but wins a pluraity, there will be a runoff 
election. That is an ever increasing possibility 
in this race, especially if a latecomer enters 
the sweepstdces. 

All three announced candidates are' moving 
along swiftly and well at this point. Pollard 
has recently announced a number of dty hall 
and courthouse aip>intments in localities all 
over the state that will be his key campaign 
staff. While Pollard is not receivtnl full 
suM)ort of the organization Democrtto, be tas 
been a member of that group for mu^l^ears 
and knows how the campaigning is done. His 



platform is shaping up slightly to the right of 
moderate, and so are his appointees. Appar- 
ently he will be the so-called conservative 
in the race, with a big boost from Virginia 
voters at the polls earlier this month. The 
conservative feeling was Shown clearly in the 
voting trends statewide. 

On the other hand, Howell has had a number 
of key people named for some time, and has 
been campaigning like the primary was next 
month. For some wedc$ he has l)een con- 
centrating on becoming known in the central' 
and westerJB reaches of Virginia. While he is 
known in Tidewater as the liberal and champloo 
of the little man and the underdog, he is not 
generally known in other parts of the Old 
Dominion. And where he is known there many 
of his liberal policies are not too well received. 
But he must not be counted out. He has built 
a well-oiled campaign staff that is capable 
of making a good accounting of itself. 

Battle, also not generally known statewide, 
although he was JFK's unsuccessful campaign 
manager in Virginia in 1960 and was am- 
bassador to Australia for a short time, is 
concentrating on an abundance of well-known 
politicians to be in his corner, especially 
fr<Mntte large urban areas of the i^^Battte 
is the middBe-of-ttie-road moderate in tile ra«e, 
and the fact that his father won Qie govemer- 
shi]^ in a multi-candidate primary is ancMer 
poiitf in bis flavor. He too has become more 
conservtttive in recent years.

Thanksgiving Is...

What is Thanksgiving? Tothe 
housewife it is the day (or even 
the night before) she must pre- 
l^are a huge meal which she 
sets on the table just before 
she collapses from exhaustion. 
For the kids it is a holiday 
from school when they can stuff 
themselves. If questioned, they 
will tell you about how the pil- 
grims gave thanks for their sur- 
vival in the "new country." 

Would you believe that the 
Second Thanksgiving observe 
ance wos held by the Pilgrims 
on July 30. It was formally 
proclaimed by the governor as 
-Of -prayer to thank God 
for their deliverance from 
drought and starvation and for 
the safe arrival from Holland 
of the ship ''Anne.""^"^ 

But the practice of giving 
thanks dates back to ancient 
times. Among Indo-European 
races the great "Mother of 
Grains'' was the one to whom the 
rites were addressed. The most 
famous of oil feasts were the 
Eleusinion Mysteries inGrdece 
held every September as a tri- 
bute to the grain goddess, De- 
meter. An ancient belief of 
the great Mother of Grains 
was also found among Slavic,. 
Germcinic and Celtic rades. 

Moses instituted two great 
religious feasts of thanksgiv- 
ing for the harvest among the 
Jews: the Feast of the Spring 
Harvest and "the Feast of the 
Fall HarA^est. 

In Christian era the custom 
of thonksglving harvest festi- 



val began in the' high Middle 
Ages. The most common and 
almost universal harvest and 
thanksgiving celebration in me- 
dieval times was the Feast of 
Saint Martin of Tours (Martin- 
mas) on Nov. 11. People went 
to Mass and observed the rest 
of the day with games, dances, 
parades and a festive dinner 
whose main feature was roast 
goose. 

In 1665 Connecticut became 
the first colony to proclaim 
a solemn day of thanksgiving 
to be kept annually on the last 
Wednesday in October. In 1789 
the fedei^Cong r e ss auth orlzec^ 
dnd requested Pres. George 
Washington to proclaim a day 
of thanksgiving for the whole 
nation. He did so in a message 
setting aside Nov. 26, 1789 
as National Thanksgiving Day. 

The celebrationthen reverted 
to local and regional observance 
for alnx)st 100 years until Oct. 3, 
1863 when Abraham Llricoln 
issued, in the midst of theCt 
War, a Thtunkstlving Procla- 
mation setting apart the last 
Thursday In November. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt changed the 
date in 1939 from the fourth 
to the third Thursday, but he 
caused such a stir that in 1941 
the traditional da^e was re- 
stored. 



No matter what It's called, 
and no matter where It's cele- 
brated, everyone has something 
to be thankful for.

The preMem to not salons, 
the b^tuik walnut is toxic to 
only a few plants. It Is a long- 
lived fine land5csu)e tree and 
very desirable when planted in 
the pr(H>er location. The trees 
provide shade and high quality 
nute for home use. 

The toxic effect which blade 
walnut trees have on some other 
plants is caused by a sidistance 
called jugione, which 'is (b-o- 
duced in the roots. Speaking 
chemically, the material is a 
naptha-quinone. This substance 
is a hi^ly effective bacterio- 
cide. V 

This is a rather unique sit- 
uation.^ Many plants cause var- 
ious types of allergies, skin 
eruptions or actual poisoning, 
when contacted or consumed by 
people or animals. In some 
cases, as with rotdnone, cer- 
tain plant derivatives are used 
as insecticides. There are rel- 
atively few plants however, 
which produce substances which 
are toxic to other plants. 

We do not know exactly how 
this juglone material causes 
its toxic effect. We do know that 
the roots of the injured plant 
must come in direct contact 
. with the roots of the black wal- 
nut tree. Therefore, the dam- 
aged plants must be growing 
close to the walnut and within 
the spread of its root system. 

The black walnut actually 
damages qx kills very few plants 
which are grown around Qie 
home. Your vegetable garden 
may be planted . near walnut 



trees exped ftnr pottio and to- 
mato, wbichwUlbekiUed. Trees 
use a large amourt of soil mois- 
ture so yott vlU need tdieon- 
slda this lact, too, irtia yov 
locate yoor garden.

You onist avoid planting 
azaleas, rbodod«xiron, moun- 
tain lanrel and bludMrrtes near 
black walmit T!tm« plants, 
whidi you might use inaltorder 
planting, are quite suscq?t&>le 
to the toxic Juglone substance. 
Other shrubs seem to be quite 
tolerant of this material. 

Grass grows very well near 
black walnuts, except during 
periods d drought when tiie 
soil mdstore sun>ly is low. In 
fact, wh«i moisture is adequate, 
the grass may be better imder 
walnut trees than in other parts 
of the lawn. We are not sure 
of the exact reason for this 
but it may be related to the 
fact that die soil under walnut 
trees usually is more basic 
than surrounding soil. In terms 
of pH, the soil around tiie wal- 
nut root system may be one- 
half or more pH, value higher. 

To sum up the situation, blade 
walnuts may t}e used as land- 
scape trees when they are not 
located near the above-cited 
sensitive plants. Black walnut 
trees are most useful when 
planted in the lawn area for 
shade. The best variety which is 
readily available is Thomas. 
It has a relatively thin shell 
which is much easier to crack 
than most seedling types. The 
nuts of the Thomas have sup- 
er40r flavor^ —
